Commander Byrd and Crew Pay Visit to 
France’s W ar Wounded for the First Tim e; 
Byrd’s Exploits Give Aviator New Hope and 
Courage Again 


(By Associated Press). 
PARIS, July 6.— It was almost a touch of the miracu­ 
lous today in visit of Commander Byrd and crew to trans- 
Atlantic plane “America” to home of France’s war wound­ 
ed. 
For the first time since he was brought down at Ver­ 
dun in 1918, Captain Charles Legendre, paralyzed French 
aviator, stood straight on his feet and walked. 
Captain 
told Byrd of his exploits and gave him new courage. 
He 
arose and with his arm resting lightly on the shoulder of 
Commander Byrd, he walked slowly toward entrance of 
Napoleon’s tomb.

Texas voters will be called on in 
August to vote on four 
amend­ 
ments to the State Constitution. 
One proposes to increase the gov­ 
ernor’s salary to $10,000 annually 
and that legislators be paid $1,- 
500 per session, instead of $5.00 
per day while the legislature is in 
session. 
There is little 
opposi­ 
tion to raising the governor’s sal­ 
ary as the present salary of $4,000 
is recognized as being almost nig­ 
gardly for thus big state. 
There 
will be more object*-j to the pro­ 
posal to raise the pay of the legis­ 
lators, but the two ar< combined 
in tho one amendment and the 
voters must vote in favor of or 
against both provisions. 
The second amendment is one 
which proposes to 
increase 
the 
number of Supreme Judges from 
three to nine. 
There is a diver­ 
sity of opinions as to whether this 
would < xpedite 
business o f the 
courts. 
The third amendment is one to 
change the way of paying county 
and precinct officers. 
This would 
abolish the fee system. The United 
States Supreme Court has ruled 
that a justice of the peace who is 
paid by a fee if the defendant is 
found guilty, is ineligible to try 
such cases and this makes it nec­ 
essary that some other way 
of 
paying such officers be adopted.

Daily Showers Bring 
Rainfall for July Up 
To 2 .24 Inches Now 


AUSTIN, July 6.— From a fu­ 
neral mou ld worn away by the 
shifting course of the Red River 
there has recently come to the Uni­ 
versity of Texas a collection of 15 
pieces of primitive pottery. 
The 
collection was 
bought 
by J. E. 
Pearce, professor of anthropology 
of the University, who learned of 
it through a northern collector who 
had tried to buy the pottery for a 
museum. 
The owner, Mrs. Jennie 
Watson Smith of Clarksville, re­ 
fused to sell the collection, how­ 
ever, to the northern buyer as she 
was anxious to have the specimens 
remain in Texas. 
The Watson Collection, as the 
pottery will be known, is now be­ 
ing kept in a class room at the Uni­ 
versity, pending a time when Tex­ 
as will have a 
permanent 
state 
museum for the housing of this 
and similar collections. 
The pottery along with a human 
skull were found in Red 
River 
county on the S. S. Watson place 
at the mouth of Pecan Bayou. 
There were undoubtedly more re­ 
mains which were washed away by 
the stream, said Mr. Pearce, for 
the funeral mound covered at least 
half an acre and was 25 to 30 
feet high. 
In his estimate as to the age of 
the collection, Mr. Pearce said that 
no doubt the vessels were made by 
ancestors of the Caddo Inditns of 
East Texas who were makers of 
remarkably good 
pottery. 
The 
skull evidently came from the up­ 
per portion of the mound and rep­ 
resents a later burial 
than 
the 
pieces of pottery. 
The skull is at 
an extreme estimate probably 500 
years ald, in the opinion of Mr. 
Pearce. 
A funeral mound was a custom 
of many primitive people, said Mr. 
Pearce. 
It was a monument to 
the dead and their spirits. These 
mounds date back to an indefinite 
time. 
They were still being made 
by Indians in the lower Missis­ 
sippi valley when the white peo­ 
ple came and the primitive peo­ 
ple had been making them for 


The fourth amendment is the one 
that proposes to change our sys 
tem of taxation by having the state 
tax corporations and denying the 
right of the counties and cities to 
tax them.

as a whole if they will cure even 
in a partial way, the defects of our 
present system. 
The amending or 
making of a constitution is a se­ 
rious thing and should not be at­ 
tempted in ignorance or with in­ 
difference. 
We better stay like we 
are rather than take any chances 
of “jumping out of the frying pan 
into the fire.” 
Let’s read both 
sides of the question in so far as 
those who favor and oppose it can 
enlighten us and keep ouV minds 
open to any avenue of correct in­ 
formation.

skull found in the Watson collec­ 
tion, for instance, he said, bears

head when th** individual was an 
infant to shape the head to con­ 
form to the primitive peoples’ idea 
of personal beauty. 
The pottery 
of the collection shows the intelli­ 
gence of the maker a* to the prac­ 
tical use of the vessel as well as 
the sense of beauty. 
E'ine red clay 
smeared over the surface of st*v- 
rial of the vesels was an attempt 
to make them waterproof and most 
of the pieces bear intricate pat­ 
terns, well-balanced and artistic 
in their design.

To Measure Heat 
Of Far-Off Stars 


(By Associated Press). 
WASHINGTON, July 5.— Car­ 
rying an instrument so delicate 
that it is believed it could measure 
the heat of a match 5.000 miles 
away if no atmosphere intervened, 
Dr. Charles G. Abbot, acting sec­ 
retary of the 
Smithonian 
Insti­ 
tute, has started fo r Mount Wil­ 
son, Cal., to continue the meas­ 
urement of the heat of the stars. 
The instrument, so 
frail 
that 
flies’ wings are used in its make 
up, is described as 
an improved 
radiometer, ten times more sensi­ 
tive than the 
one 
used by Dr. 
Abbot 
iii 1923 when he made the 
first determinations of the heat 
spectrum of ten of the brightest 
starts other than the sun in the 
history of astronomy. 
W’ith the instrument, Dr. Abbott 
believes it will be possible to ob­ 
serve the heat of the 
spectra of 
stars fainter than the Pole Star. 
The Smithonian 
official 
also 
plans to visit the solar radiation 
observatory on Table Mountain, 
Cal., where daily observations of 
the variations of the sun are being 
made in co-operation with stations 
in Chile and Southwest Africa to 
determine the sun’s influence upon 
weather conditions.

for five months; In the fifth, sixth and seventh grades it will pay for four 
months. 
T h e remaining part of the tuition for all transfers to the High 
School in Bryan is paid by an appropriation made by the last Legislature for 
that purpose. 
In other words provided that students from other school dis­ 
tricts are regularly transferred to the Bryan High School 
they
